Leftover Suggestions

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
More than ever this year, we 
need to make the most of 
Thanksgiving leftovers. 
Toward that end, here are 
four leftover recipes that 
were left over/ from last 
Thanksgiving. 
Turkey Surprise: 
Slice cold turkey meat and 
stack it on a serving plate. 
On top of stack place one 
slice of roast beef. 
Those at the dining table 
who expected roast beef will 
be surprised to find them­

called 
Turkey 
Dismay.) 
Stuffed Stuffing: 
Finding som ething dif­ 
ferent to do with leftover 
stuffing always presents a 
problem.

Thanksgiving,

oysters stuffed with turkey 
dressing. Then, for the third 
meal in the series, serve 
dressing stuffed with turkey 
and oysters. 
Mold the leftover dressing 
into the shape of a prairie 
chicken, or whatever strikes 
your fancy, and let it stand in 
the gazebo or some such out- 
ofthe-way place until it 
develops a thick crust. 
Smash or gouge a hole in 
one end of the dressing and 
scoop out the uncrusted 
portion. Stuff the cavity with 
slivers of turkey and oysters. 
Heat in oven or on barbecue 
spit until grizzled. 
(ram m ed Cranberries: 
Finding 
som eplace 
to 
cram the leftover cranberry 
sauce is almost as much of a 
problem as finding some 
place to stuff the leftover 
stuffing.

National Guard Seeks Experienced Veterans

OKLAHOM A C IT Y (U P I) 
— A touch of gray at the 
temples, a bit of an ab­ 
dominal 
paunch, over 
40 
years old and maybe even 
over 50, but still wanted for 
military service. 
That is the theme of 
“ O p eration 
R e tr e a d ” 
recruiting by the Oklahoma 
Army National Guard. 
Objective of the project is 
to bring prior-service per­ 
sonnel who already 
have 
basic military training and 
possess skills needed by the 
guard back into the fold. 
And 
it 
povides 
an 
op­ 
portunity for a veteran with 
let’s say 12 to 15 years of 
military duty a chance to 
spend a few more years 
being a guardsman and earn 
retirement pay. 
“ We get a man that’s got 
maybe 14 years of duty and 
he wants back in; that guy

makes a good soldier,” said 
Col. 
Erm an E . 
W inner, 
recruitment and 
retention 
officer for the 
Oklahoma 
guard. “ He’s not the kind to 
go 
sneaking off 
to 
the 
bowling 
alley 
during 
weekend drills.” 
Prototype of the program 
is Grover C. Giles, 56, who is 
an active recruiter of the 
“ over the hill” set and has 
taken the pseudonym of Sgt. 
Retread. 
Giles, who knows what 
gray 
hairs 
and 
rotund 
stomachs are all about, 
spent 15 years in active duty 
before leaving the army in 
1953. Twenty years later, 
after retiring as a swimming 
pool 
contractor, 
he 
re ­ 
enlisted in the National 
Guard last year and will 
have earned his 20-year 
retirement by the time he 
reaches 60 years of age. 
And he is busy spreading 


the word to other persons in 
Oklahoma who may have 
prior service and need just a 
few more years to earn their 
retirement. 
So far about 400 of the 
“ Over the H ill’ers” have 
signed on and as a result the 
700th Support 
Battalion, 
Giles unit, has 102 per cent of 
authorized strength, while 
many 
guard 
units 
throughout the nation are 
struggling to keep enough 
men active to justify their 
existance. 
Retread is, of course, just 
one portion of the Oklahoma 
guard’s recruiting program. 
Like every other state it is 
looking for the high school 
graduates and even college 
graduates that might make a 
career of military service. 
But Oklahoma is unique in 
pushing for the veteran, the 
experienced soldier while at 
the same time signing up the 


“ raw recruit.” 
“ We 
get 
a 
little 
rank 
h e a v y,” 
W inner 
said. 
“ Maybe we don’t need so 
many old men coming into 
the guard.” 
But he is quick to admit it 
is beneficial to have per­ 
sonnel with experience and 
noted the old timers were 
usually the first to show up 
and the last to leave on drill 
weekends. 
Another program strongly 
promoted by the guard is the 
three-by-three, a program 
that allows a young man to 
spend three years in active 
guard duty and then go into 
inactive reserves for another 
three years. 
That 
completes 
his 
obligation 
—two 
years 
shorter than the prior eight 
year requirement of com­ 
bined active and inactive 
duty.

Jean Decries Butlers 


HOLLYWOOD (U PI) 
Arthur Treacher and Erie 
Blore, those perennial movTfc 
butters 
of 
yesteryear, 
weren’t born to the purple 
nor were they exposed to 
really top English butlers. 
That is the opinion of Jean 
Marsh, starring as the head 
household 
maid 
in 
“ Upstairs, Downstairs,” the 
delightful English series on 
PBS. 
Jean knows whereof she 
speaks. She is the product of 
a long line of cockney ser­ 
vants. Her mother was a 
housemaid. 
“ English butlers never 
look their masters in the 
face,” said Jean. “ All ser­ 
vants came from serfs. No 
matter how high a household 
they worked in, they were 
never haughty. 
“ From 
what 
I 
saw of 
Treacher he was not cast in 
the correct mold.” 
Jean, along with Eileen 
Atkins (whose father was an 
under-butler) originated the 
concept of “ Upstairs, Down 
stairs" to perpetuate the 


memory of the serving 
castes of England. 
“ We were enraged that 
our people had never been 
written 
about 
as 
human 
beings. In plays and movies 
you only see the maid 
dusting a telephone and 
getting her bottom pinched. 
And all the butler does is 
say, ‘Dinner is served.' 
“ Our series depicts life as 
it really was below stairs.” 
In addition to the fact that 
her mother was in service. 
Jean talked to many an 
oldster 
who 
served 
in 
Edwardian mansions. She s 
also read several books 
researching 
the 
British 
servant. 
“ In the old days no servant 
knocked on a door before 
entering a room,” she said. 
“ They 
just 
walked 
in 
because no one paid any 
more attention to them than 
they would dogs. 
“ It never occurred to a 
master 
or

Entertainment or Ministry? 


Viewers Complain Dr. Schuller too Dramatic

HOLLYWOOD (U P I) — At 
what point does the Bible 
business 
become 
show 
business with 
television 
ministers? 
A good man to ask is Dr. 
Robert Schuller, 
a 
spell­ 
binding man of the cloth who 
might be compared to Billy 
Graham and Oral Roberts or 
even 
B illy 
Sunday 
and 
Aimee Semple MacPherson 
Every Sunday he is seen 
on 35 stations across the 
country— mostly big cities— 
preaching the gospel and 
offering homilies on how to 
succeed in life. 
He is a theatrical looking 
man who might be cast as 
the preacher in “ Rain.” Dr. 
Schuller is given to flowing 
vestments and dramatic 
gestures as he does God’s 
work. 
“ My number one criticism 
is people saying I ’m too 
dramatic,” Dr. Schuller said 
the other day. 


“ But I ’m not acting out a 
role. I ve never taken a 
course in dramatics or 
theater. 
I haven't 
even 
studied gestures nor in­ 
tonations. 
“ I believe the church is not 
a museum for saints It s a 
hospital for sinners. This is 
the time 
for 
salvation, 
redemption 
and 
self­ 
acceptance Jesus Christ is 
more up to date than ever 
before.” 
Dr. Schuller does not like 
comparisons to Graham or 
Roberts.” He says he is 
different because he is the 
only graduate among them 
of a theological seminary — 
The Western Theological 
Seminary of the Reformed 
Church in America. 
His Garden Grove (Calif.) 
Community 
Church 
in 
Orange County is not af­ 
filiated with any major 
Protestant 
denomination. 
“ I ’ve been appearing on 
televsion for five years,” Dr. 


Schuller said. “ We pay the 
regular commercial rates. 
We 
have 
no 
financial 
backers. All the funds come 
from contributions. 
“ When you help people you 
can't escape gratitude which 
is wonderful in cynical 1974. 
We think we are touching the 
human 
need 
factor 
Our 
theology is man-centered.” 
Dr. Schuller is a very hip 
minister. He is up on the 
Nielsen ratings and happily 
points out his ratings are 
second only to “ Issues and 
Answers” in New York City 
on Sunday noon. 
“ It takes 128 people just to 
process the 10-20,000 letters 
we get every week,” he said. 
“ I call the complaint mail 
our quality control depart­ 
ment.” 
The church itself is a 
combination 
auditorium 
which seats 
1,700 and a 
drive-in lot on 22 acres. Dr. 
Schuller stands on an indoor- 
outdoor area where he can 


be seen in the sanctuary and 
drive-in simultaneously. 
Asked if he were providing 
entertainment or religion, 
Dr. Schuller answered only 
by defining entertainment as 
“ som ething 
am using, 
enlightening or uplifting.” 
Some think he is all three. 
“ Many churches today are 
like businesses which are 
riding on their reputations 
and exploiting their names. 
Not our church,” he said. 


“ We have found a need and 
are filling it. 


“ I believe in 
free 
en 
terprise which succeed 
because you can’t help but 
be a success if you do a greai 
deal of good for a lot et 
people.” 


Dr. Schuller believes he is 
doing tremendous good for 
bis 7,000 parishioners to say 
nothing of the millions who 
tune him in on the tube.

“worship.” If you have a 
scope to harile the subject 
for yourself, you can worship 
for yourself. 
This is why many religious 
subjects are accepted and 
acted upon so readily by 
someone you know. They 
have scoped in on it. It is in 
their framework of living. 
Is worship response to God 
part of your life scope or 
framework? If not, you have 
m issed 
not 
only 
great 
fulfillment as an individual 
but you have denied yourself 
of God Himself and all his 
positive powers. The church 
not withstanding. 
Perhaps 
the 
greatest 
orientation attempt or scope 
efforts ever made was by the 
Apostle Paul in an otherwise 
erudite Athens. Recorded in 
Acts 17:23-28, Paul defines 
the framework of God and 
his 
presence 
for 
the 
s u p e r s t i t i o u s , 
y e t 
sophisticated Greeks, in the 
cultured city of old. 
Paul’s first point is one of 
object or reference. He said, 
1 “I passed along and ob­ 
served the objects of your 
worship, I found also an 
altar with this inscription, 
‘To an unknown God.”’ He 
put it not only in their scope 
or framework. He used the 
altar of their ignorance to 
teach them how to relate to 
the real God. 
Next Paul puts God into 
their reality as a power of 
creative, positive power, 
beneficent to them, “The 
God who made the world and 
everything in it, being Lord 
of heaven and earth, does not 
live in shrines made by 
man.” God does control man 
as he created and provides 
power over 
“heaven and 
earth.” 
Paul explains the scope of 
God. He created all; He is 
Lord of a ll; He is larger than 
man 
can 
m aterially 
represent; 
He cannot 
be 
bottled up inside m an’s 
temples. God started all of 
this we know of as “world” 
and he is in control of it. 
These two basic “scopes” 
are essential to drawing us 
outside of our man orien­ 
tation. We must look out­ 
wardly and upward to be 
able to worship. But Paul 
explains to the Athenians-- 
and to us why. 
Tile next “scope” is the 
“why” we want to serve or 
discover a response to God. 
He doesn’t deed our material 
offerings or physical slave­ 
like attention to keep him 
happy 
or 
supplied. 
Paul 
explains, “Nor is he served 
by human hands, as though 
he needed anything, since he 
himself gives to all men life 
and 
breath 
and 
everything.” 
God wants us to worship 
because we know what he is, 
but also because we ap­ 
preciate what he has given 
us. Try shopping around on 
our old “shopping center” of 
this world for God’s gifts— 
“ life, 
breath 
and

everything.” That’s wor­ 
shipful! 
Tile poor beggar starving, 
dying of hunger in the ghetto 
asks not a lot of rational 
explanations when a loving 
person 
lifts him up and 
feeds, clothes and saves his 
life. He, in a very real sense, 
reveres him. He gave him 
the most precious of all 
things. 
The real reason behind 
worship is that God gave us 
life, “being for the existence 
and life for the living.” 
That’s scoping in on worship 
for every living soul on the 
face of the earth today. This 
activates the motivation to 
seek God. 
The final reference for us 
earthbound 
creatu res 
seeking a “scope” or insight 
on true worship is the un­ 
forgettable passage in this 
context of Paul’s lesson to 
the Athenians in Acts 17, 
verses 27 and 28. May I close 
with this as the final scope of 
true worship. 
True worship has living, 
real “felt-presence” of the 
being we worship. God not 
only looks down, he is here 
with us-and never 
more 
experienced than in our 
expressions of praise and 
worship. 
Note Acts 17:27, 28 
“That they should seek 
God, in the hope that they 
might feel after him and find 
him. Yet he is not far from 
each one of us, for in him we 
live and move and have our 
being: as even some of your 
poets have said, ‘For we are 
indeed his offspring.”’
